“ARGUS” AND LORD WINCEILSEA. 

Iw the Court of Queen's Banch, an Munday, before Lord. Chiet Jnatiga Cock- 
burn, and Justices Crompton, Blackbarn, avd Mellor, Mr, Hawkins, QQ, (with 
whom was Mr. Quain) moved for a rule calling on tho Earl of Winchilses and 
a Mr. Richard J.mes Kennett to show cause why. 4 criminal information 
should not issue against them for certain libels upon the applicagt, Mr. Willes, 
The facts, as they appeared, aro as follows:—Mr. Irwin Lewis Willes is the 
son of a distinguished officer in the army, and isa geutieman who, for many 
years, has been well known in racing circles, having devoted his attention to 
turf literature, and for upwards of seven cen years has been connected with 
the Morning Post, being the author of the articles which have appeared from 
time to time in that journal under the nom de plume of *‘ Argus.” ‘The Earl of 
Winchilsen, formerly Lord Maidstone, is likewise well known on the turf, 
being a member of the Jockey Club, and Mr. Kennett is the publisher of the 
Sporting Gazette (limited). ‘The libel cowplaiued of was contaived in a certain 
rhyming prophecy which appeared in the Sporting Gazette of May 16, and 
bal was signed “John Davis," tho lines containing the alleged libel being 
as followsa:-~ ‘ 
‘ Adown the eventful course the beaton lay, 

And Pindar was the * Argus’ of that day; 

*Our own reporter,’ with a scale of fees, 

At whose bureau you purchased what you please.

The journal in which the above alleged libel appeared has from time to time 
admitted the poetical effusions of the Earl of Wincwilsea, under the signature 
of “John Davis.” It will be recollected that Mr, Willea, in his capacity as 
turf critic, made sundry comments upou the proceedings of the Jockey Club in 
refereuce to the Tarragona inquiry at Newmarket, aud, upon the motion of 
Lord Winchileea, o resolution was carried, at the noxt meeting of the club, 
that Mr, Willes be warned off the Heath at Newmarke:, This was accordingly 
done, and, upon Mr, Willes making his appearance there at the Firat Spring 
Meeting, in April last, he was served with a writ of trespass at the suit of the 
Earl of . ovyentry, the senior steward of the club, in which suit procecdings are 
still pending. Mr, Willes being much annoyed at having such unwarrantabla 
aspersions as those contained in the lines reforred to caxt upon his reputation 
and integrity, instructed his solicitors, Messrs. Gosling and Girdlestone, of 
18, Spring-gardens, to take such steps as might be necessary to vindicate his 
characier, and they acccrdingly wrote, on May 18, to Mr, Kennett, demanding 
reparation for, and the name of the author of the libel in question. To this no: 
answer was returned, and consequently, being informea that “John Dayis’* 
waa in reality Lord Winchilsea, they addressed a letter to his lordship on May 
23, asking foraretraction of the calumny, to which they received the follows 


ing reply:—

“ Sir,—I make it ay invariable rule not to answer impertinent questions,

This reached Messrs. Gosling and Girdlestone on the morning of May 26, and

“@entlemen,—1 know of no right by which your client, ‘ Argus,’ who, you say 
is one Willes, can juslUy complain of auything I may have thought tlt to say of 
‘Pindar,’ the famous reporter to the Ol) mpiun, [stuiman, and Nemwan games. 
The facts to which I havealluded are historical and notorious, as your friend 
Willes would know were he a Greek scvolar, You ask me to apologise to 
Willes for « gross libel, contained iu an article headed ' The Derby,’ published 
in the Sporting Gazette of the 1é\h inst. My reasous for declining to take the 
course you point out are threefold.
